Fast launches depart from Pier 19 in Balboa each morning and 
evening. Return from Taboga twice daily also. Over week ends 
there is additional launch service. For the exact schedules consult 
the local newspapers. (Balboa is 10 minutes by taxi from Panama 
City. ) Tickets may be purchased at the Pier. 

The launch trip to and from Taboga is in itself an excellent 
sight-seeing tour.

TABOGA , ideally situated in beautiful 

Panama Bay, is a resort for those who “like to go 
down to the sea in ships. ” It is noted for its marine 
beauty and for its lush tropical foliage and flowers. 

The native village, a few minutes walk from the 
Hotel “Paraiso La Restinga,” is historically interest' 
mg for the many legends which are told of it and 
because it has been a resort since the early 1600s when 
the few survivors of the sack of Old Panama fled there 
from the pirates. It is a colorful place of narrow wind' 
ing paths, gayly painted fishing shanties and pineapple 
plantations clinging to the steep mountain slopes. 

Life on Taboga is lazy. Nobody hurries. If it 
doesn’t get done today—well, there’s always tomor¬ 
row. The silky white sand beaches, translucent 
water and the shade of centuries old Tamarind trees 
invite the visitor to forget the world and its problems. 
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had been killed in defense of their womenfolk. 

With the California gold rush, Taboga became a thriving 
commercial center and the Pacific Navigation Company estab' 
lished shops, drydocks and offices on Morro Point. Ruins of 
these buildings are still to be seen on the island but Taboga is 
famous today for its quaint fishing village, its sunny beaches, 
fine fruits and flowers.

TABOGA 


HE island of Taboga, in beautiful Panama Bay only 


For it was not long before news of the rich cargoes 
arriving from Peru spread abroad and soon the news that 

sails had been sighted was received with dread and alarm ^ t j 

for it was the age of piracy and terror. Hundreds of 

fearless pirates led by Sharp, Coxon, Sawkin and Harris 

crossed the high mountains of the Darien Isthmus and capturing small 

boats set out to ravage all shipping in the great Gulf of Panama. 

Little by little they became bolder and soon approached Taboga from 
which port they hoped to surround the new city of Panama. The 
King’s Fleet from Taboga fought bravely against the pirates but could 
not beat off the sea wolves who set up their headquarters on the island. 

The village of Taboga at that time had about 100 homes and all of the 
inhabitants fled in terror to Panama City leaving the pirates in complete 
possession. 

One legend dealing with the days of pirates in Taboga states that a _ 4 ^ 

beautiful young matron imprisoned by the sea wolves awoke in the pirate MMN*Y 

Morgan the strongest passion but that neither HEHr?l 
flattery nor fear could weaken the virtue and 
nobleness of this lady who made a shield of her 
f j own weakness and replied: “Sir, my life is in 
*/ your hands but you must separate my soul from 

my body before you can secure that which you 
wish because neither violence nor torment will 
fyS-Ad make me go willingly to your arms.” 

■ m When peace finally returned to the Spanish colonies, Taboga once 

again became the anchorage of the great fleets sailing southward 
and its population was largely supported by maritime commerce. 


12 miles from the Pacific Entrance of the Panama 
Canal, has always played an integral part in the history of 
Isthmian commerce and shipping. From Taboga’s fine 
deep water anchorage Pizarro set sail to discover Peru 
and from that day until the inauguration of Panama 
City’s excellent aqueduct in 1906, every ship in need 
of fresh water called at Taboga before setting sail for 
distant ports. 

It was in the quaint village of Taboga that Arch¬ 
bishop Luque waited for news of the expedition led by 
Pizarro and Almagro which he had financed from his 
private funds. With the conquest of Peru begun, Taboga 
became the home port for the King’s Fleet and hundreds 
of adventurers set sail from the island to ravage the land 
of the Incas where they exacted thousands of tons of gold 
as tribute for their king. This trade lasted for about two 
centuries and during that time, residents of Taboga kept 
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Hiring tee latter half of February and through March Alexander

2. RESIDENCE.—Persons arriving from foreign countries are divided 
into two classes for customs purposes: (1) Residents of the United States 
returning from abroad, and (2) all persons other than returning residents of 
the United States. Citizens of the United States, or persons who have for¬ 
merly lived in the United States are residents thereof returning from abroad 
unless they have established a home elsewhere. The residence of a wife is 
that of her husband unless she has an established residence elsewhere. 

3. RESIDENTS OF THE UNITED STATES must declare all articles 
acquired abroad, whether by purchase, gifts, or otherwise, and the actual 
purchase price in the currency of purchase. The cost or value of alterations 
or repairs made abroad on articles taken from the United States must also 
be declared.

Your specimens from Venezuela 
have not arrived yet. Freight is slow but they should 
be coming in soon. 

The weather had been mild and clear until about a week ago*- 
then it snowed again. However it did not stay on the ground. 
Yesterday the west wind felt like it might have passed over 
some snow around your ^hennandoah camp.

Dear Alex: 

I was very happy to receive your letter of February 27, giving a 
brief account of your trip into the wilds of Venezuela and announcing 
your safe arrival at El Volcan. I would be much interested in seeing 
some of your pictures when you finally have them developed and printed 
as on this trip you have really been into some new, and wild, and 
woolly country. 

I have not heard anything from Adela about the Jeep so I wonder 
whether she is going forward with that or whether it will await your 
return to the Zone. 

Tour very complimentary remarks about Adela are appreciated. I 
think she has done a very remarkable job and, of course, Cleve Soper 
has been a lifesaver. We have had a most painful experience with the 
Diesels and before we get through we are going to try to learn the 
reason for this. Two Diesel experts from the Coast Guard have given 
us some valuable advice on our difficulties but the only thing they 
had to work on were the damaged parts sent up by Cleve and Alfaro's 
log. From studying these, they would place some blame on Alfaro's 
man who took off the magnetic valve and then ran the engine without 
it which resulted in highly overheating the job. We have had other 
rumors to the effect that they are going to blame the fuel though 
this is the same fuel as used by PanCan and I am certain that they 
are not running into these terrific bills that we have experienced. 
There is also the possibility that we may be blamed for not having a 
real Diesel operator on the job. In other words they will take a 
crack at Chichi. While gasoline equipment is not the same as Diesel, 

I think Chichi has done a fine job in keeping the old gasoline equip¬ 
ment running and he seems to be most adaptable at any mechanical job. 

While we are on the subject of Chichi, I hope that you will have 
an opportunity to talk to both Adela and Jim about some of the adverse 
reports that cropped up at our meeting regarding Chichi's treatment of 
scientists and even questions regarding his selling animals off the 
Island.

but these fellow who attended the meeting at their own expense are real 
supporters of the Island and I am convinced that they have the welfare 
of the Island at heart.

The Canal Zone, being as it is the low 
point of the Isthmus of Panama, is the 
natural dividing point between the 
mountain systems of North and South 
America and the dividing point for the 
bird forms of the two continents. Conse¬ 
quently birds found in Chiriqui may not 
necessarily be found in Darien, although 
each is as truly Panamanian as the other. 

Scientists deplore generalizations and 
like to say: “All generalizations are false, 
including this one.” All of which means 
that there are exceptions to everything. 
Birds peculiar to one section may sud¬ 
denly and inexplicably, Dr. Wetmore 
says, turn up in another area. One 
species of mocking bird native to Colombia 
is now common in Panama Possibly it 
could have been brought in as a caged 
bird. However it came, it is now seen in 
many sections of the Canal Zone. 

Canal Zonians who want to learn more 
about the birds which live here are fortu¬ 
nate if they are able to find a copy of 
Bertha B. Sturgis’ book, Birds of the 
Panama Canal Zone , Dr. Wetmore says. 


Famed Authority Describes Panama 

As Paradise For Ornithologists 


The Isthmus of Panama, according to 
Dr. Alexander Wetmore, is an ornitholo¬ 
gist’s paradise. There are more different 
species of birds in Panama than in all of 
North America north of Mexico, he told 
The Panama Canal Review. Of Pana¬ 
ma’s approximately 1,200 kinds, between 
400 and 450 are found in the Canal Zone. 

Dr. Wetmore is a voice of recognized 
authority on birds and bird lore. Since he 
was seven years old the tall, lanky, and 
completely charming biologist has been 
fascinated by birds and bird life, and has 
devoted as much of his busy life. as 
possible to studying birds and their habits. 

He has written of birds in South 
America, Central America, and the West 
Indies; he has made more than a dozen 
lengthy field trips to Panama; he spent 
six weeks in January and early February 
this year in the Venezuelan territory of 
Amazonas where the party with which he 
was working “happened upon” a 7,000- 
foot mountain not shown on any map 
and previously unknown apparently to 
any but the native Indians; and he has 
headed ornithological expeditions in the 
Pacific and Spain, among other places. 

Assistant Secretary of the Smithsonian 
Institution for 19 years and its Secretary 
for eight, he is happy now to be away from 
the administrative work which tied him 
down to a desk and free once again to 
prowl highways and byways on the look¬ 
out for the vast number of unclassified 
birds which he knows can be found by 
someone who knows where to look and 

what to look for. 

Ten Trips Here 

At the present time Dr. Wetmore and 
his wife are in Chiriqui, on the tenth field 
trip he has made to Panama. Out of these 
trips—and future trips, he hopes will 
come a book on the birds of Panama, but 
for that he is not yet ready. He is collect¬ 
ing birds for the National Museum in 
Washington and taking his own black- 
and-white photographs as he goes along. 

Although he has visited Panama every 
year except one since 1944 and although 
he has covered much of the Republic’s 
28,000 square miles, Dr. Wetmore is still 
finding what he calls “bird forms which 
have been unrecognized scientifically. 
Two years ago he classified several such 
forms on Taboga Island. Surprisingly, 
they were related to known species from 
the Pearl Islands some 40 miles away and 
not to species on the comparatively 
nearby mainland. 

Just how and when birds came to the 
Isthmus of Panama, Dr. Wetmore says, 
is a matter for scientific speculation. 
Before what geologists know as the Ice 
Age, when the world was in the Tertiary 
Period, South America was an island. 
North American and Asian fauna had a 
passage-way through what is now the 
Bering Sea in those days when the climate 
was much milder, well into the Arctic 
circle, than it is today. Each continental 
group had its own forms of life. 

Land Bridge 

About a million years ago—to a scien¬ 
tist a million years is a fairly brief span 
of time—the Isthmus of Panama was 
formed. Birds and animals from the 
northern continent crossed the new land 
bridge into South America and the South 
American species went north. Or so 
scientists infer. 


The book has been out of print for some 
time but is found occasionally in second¬ 
hand book stores and a number of copies 
are available at the Canal Zone library. 
He considers the work an excellent one. 

Bird Watching 

A novice at bird lore can, he says, 
attract to his home a good many species 
of the more common birds—and an occa¬ 
sional unusual one—if he sets up a bird 
feeding stand and keeps it supplied with 
wet bread, fruit, and water, important at 
this time of the year. 

Such a tray should attract the more 
common forms of tanagers, blue, gray, 
and red, the big brown robins, the pea¬ 
cock-feathered, red-legged honeycreepers, 
the little yellow and black birds called 
“picogordos,” and the crested ant shrikes, 
the males of which are barred like Plym¬ 
outh rock chickens, and which incident¬ 
ally are not found north of Mexico. 

If he is fortunate he may even be able 
to watch the antics of the blue-black 
grassquits which spend their waking 
hours sitting on a fence, or something of 
the sort, making sudden and repeated 
vertical flights a yard or so into the air, 
and settling down just about where they 
started from, all for the edification of 
demurely-colored females of the species. 

Private Zoo 

With all of his exploration of bird life 
here, there is no Panama bird which has 
been named for Dr. Wetmore. In a sec¬ 
tion of his card file, back home in Wash¬ 
ington, he has what he calls the Wetmore 
private zoo. 

These cards list newly discovered 
species of one thing or another which his 
scientific friends have named for him. 
There is a louse and a cactus, a bat and a 
flea, two or three lizards, a fish, half a 
dozen birds from various countries, some 
fossil birds, a shell or two and even a 
glacier—which he has never seen—on 
Palmer Peninsula in the Antartic. But 
to date there is no Panama bird wet- 
moriensis . Possibly some day someone 
will find a new species and honor the 
ornithologist by giving it his name. Then 
it will hold an honored place in the card 
catalogue of the Wetmore private zoo

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Swing Span Bridge Over Gatun Locks 

To Be Opened For Traffic Next Week 



GATUN LOCKS’ NEW vehicular crossing was assembled on land before it was set in place across 
the northern end of the locks. The swing-span bridge replaces the sea-gate spans on which vehicular 
traffic has crossed the locks for many years. 


The new vehicular crossing at the 
lower end of Gatun Locks is expected to 
be opened for use during the coming week. 

Work on installation of the four swing- 
spans which form the new bridge was 
started by Maintenance Division forces 
on February 7 and the. project is being 
finished well ahead of schedule. The four 
structural-steel frames and the steel- 
grid decks had been assembled prior to 
beginning the actual installation. 

The first job accomplished was the 
removal of the four sea-gate spans over 
which vehicular traffic has been handled 
for many years, the first time these gates 
had been removed since they were 
installed before the Canal was opened 
in 1914. 

The gates were partially floated off 
their pintles and were then towed into 
the Lock chambers where the four leaves 
were tipped over on their sides. They 
have since been towed to an anchorage 
in Gatun Lake until a final decision is 
made on their disposition. 

Following the removal of the 400-ton 
gate leaves, the pintles on which the gates 
rest were removed and replaced by new 
pintles. This was followed by the placing 
of the framework and steel-grid roadway 
for the new bridge. This was done 
February 22, 23, and 24. Work since 
then has been on the bridge approaches 
and the mechanical and electrical con¬ 
nections necessary for the operation of 
the swing spans. 

Careful advance planning and close 
coordination of several Canal units made 
possible the completion of the work ahead 
of schedule. Several of the operations 
were out of the routine but were handled 
expeditiously by the men engaged on 
the job. 

Only one unscheduled job was neces¬ 
sary in the entire project. This devel¬ 
oped when it was found, after removal of 
one gate leaf, that the yoke at the top 
was badly worn. This required a rebor- 
]ng of the yoke as well as building up and 
machining the bushing to fit the bridge- 
span pin. 


The new bridge spans are fitted in the 
same manner in which the sea gates were 
hinged to the lock walls. They will be 
operated by the old gate machinery by 
remote control in the lock control tower. 
The gate spans fold back into the gate 
recesses when not in use. 

The bridge spans cross the Lock 
approach at right angles instead of being 
mitered toward the sea like the guard 
gates. The bridge has a nine-foot road¬ 
way and a pedestrian crossing on the sea 
side of the bridge. The bridge is suffi¬ 
ciently wide only for one-way traffic 
which will be controlled by traffic signal 
lights. 


LEAVING TOMORROW 



C. D. DAMERON, manager of the Cristobal Club¬ 
house and Supervisor of the Clubhouse’s northern 
district, is sailing tomorrow with his family to make 
their home in Urbanna, Va., about 60 miles east of 
Richmond. 

He has bought a 26-bedroom, colonial-type hotel 
where he hopes to have as guests many of his vaca¬ 
tioning Canal Zone friends. A.summer resort with 
fishing and swimming, Urbanna is located on the 
Appomattox River, about 20 miles from Chesapeake 
Bay. 

A Virginian by birth, Mr. Dameron came to the 
Canal Zone in 1941. He has served three tours of 
clubhouse duty in Cristobal—once in 1941, again in 
1946-47, and finally since 1950. 


Cold Storage Move 
From Mt. Hope Plant 
Started This Week 

The transfer and realignment of cold 
storage facilities of the Commissary Divi¬ 
sion were started this week following the 
leasing early last month of space in the 
Army’s cold storage warehouse at Corozal. 

The move will be made gradually over 
a period of several weeks to avoid dis¬ 
ruptions in the service. Some alterations 
will be required at the Corozal warehouse 
and the Balboa cold storage warehouse to 
meet Commissary Division requirements 
for storage and handling of cold storage 
products. This work is being done by 
Canal units. 

The consolidation of Army and Canal 
cold storage facilities is expected to pro¬ 
vide a more economical and efficient oper¬ 
ation. It will also avoid the extensive and 
expensive rehabilitation of the plant at 
Mount Hope which has been in use now 
for the past 35 years. 

The existing cold storage warehouse of 
the Commissary Division will not be 
demolished but the major part of the 
plant will be closed down. The front part 
of the ground floor will continue to be 
used for limited operations. Four meat 
chill rooms will continue in use since the 
Commissary Division’s abattoir will not 
be moved. The cold storage facilities for 
ship service will also be maintained there. 

Employees Transferring 

The consolidation will require the trans¬ 
fer of seven U. S.-rate and 91 local-rate 
employees to the Pacific side. Thirty-day 
notices of the transfer were issued to these 
employees on February 15, but few if any 
will be transferred within the 30-day 
period. 

It is expected that the men engaged in 
unloading work will be the first to be 
transferred. The actual transfer of opera¬ 
tions will begin, probably sometime late 
this month, with the arrival of a large 
shipment of cold storage products. It 
will be sometime after that, however, 
before the new plan is in full swing and 
the Mount Hope plant will continue its 
operations and retail stores will continue 
to be supplied from there until existing 
stocks are exhausted. 

With the transfer Commissary officials 
plan to modify and expand existing facili¬ 
ties for prepackaging. At present central¬ 
ized prepackaging is done at Mount Hope 
and products are shipped from there to 
the individual stores. 

After operations are transferred to 
Corozal about half of the prepackaging of 
cold storage foods will be done at the 
Balboa warehouse. The other will even- 

t 

tually be divided among three of the 
larger retail stores, two on the Pacific side 
and one on the Atlantic side. These 
probably will be the Ancon, Tivoli, and 
Cristobal Commissaries. Some alterations 
will be required at the stores where the 
prepackaging of foods will be done. 

Refrigerated Trucks 

It is planned to use refrigerated trucks 
for the transportation of much of the 
cold storage products to the Pacific side. 
The transfer of the main cold storage 
operations to Corozal will not greatly 
increase haulage since approximately 
two-thirds of cold (See page 12 ) 




















HUNT CLUB FUN

Have you ever heard of the La Jagua Hunt Club? If 
not, here is a brief summary of its history. Also a closeup 
of its annual (1954) fun-fest. 

The land on which the Club hunts and on which the 
clubhouse was built in 1926 is owned by Mrs. Alba De 
la Mata, a resident of the Republic of Panama. It is 
lorated south of Pacora, Panama, and the holdings com¬ 
prise about 2,000 hectares (5,000 acres) of land in a strip 
a mile wide and about ten miles long, roughly parallel to 
the Pacific Ocean. The land is used primarily for the raising 
of beef cattle. Part of this property consists of fresh water 
marshes and swamps, where migratory blue-wing teal, pintail 
ducks, snipe and plover come from the United States and 
Canada to winter. The La Jagua Hunt Club members ha\e 
the exclusive hunting rights to this duck-hunter’s paradise, 
the lucky fellows! 

The Club was officially formed about 1926, although 
the members had roughed it at the campsite for years before 
that, sleeping out in the open when coming to enjoy the 
hunting. Of the charter members, only Karl Curtis remains 
in the Club, where he has held the office of secretary- 
treasurer since 1947. 

The Club has but nine members. Besides Mr. Curtis, 
the officers and members are: Bob Wood, president; Gil 
Hulcher, vice president; and members John E. Hushing; 
Pablo Bracknev; Col. C. L. Pierce; J. D. Tate; Oliver Gulp; 
and Cliff Dansby. Of these, Mr. Brackney is a prominent 
businessman in Panama; Messrs. Wood, Hulcher, Tate, Culp, 
and Dansby are all employed by the Panama Canal Com¬ 
pany; while Messrs. Hushing, Curtis, and Col. Pierce are 
all retired. 

For years the Club has given an annual picnic for 
families and friends of the members. This year the event 
took place on Sunday, February 21, and my wife and I 
were among those invited.

Driving from Balboa, we turned left just before reach¬ 
ing Tocumen Airfield and then turned right onto the hard- 
surfaced road leading to Pacora and Chepo. Arriving at a 
crossroad just beyond the Pacora River bridge, we found a 
sign and white flag atop a pole indicating a turn to the 
right as proper to reach the La Jagua Hunt Club. We then 
drove about six miles of rolling, open plains, dotted with 
cattle and with ant nests as hard as rocks and larger than 
a wash tub. Signs kept us headed in the right direction, for 
there is no road, as such, over this area, which is impassable 
for automobiles during ail but the Dry Season. 

We found things in full swing at La Jagua. About 60 
persons were present, including the club officers and mem¬ 
bers with their families, if any. Others present were: Dr. 
and Mrs. A. Wetmore (until his recent retirement, he was 
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head of the Smithsonian at Washington, D. C. He has used 
La Jagua in the past as a base of operations while on field 
trips collecting bird specimens for that Institution); Dr. 
Herbert Clark (head of the Gorgas Memorial Laboratory, 
Panama City); W. H. Crook and family; Major Eunice 
Duncan, WAC; Mrs. Martha Nietzke, who teaches school 
in the Canal Zone and is from the State of Texas; Mr. Jan 
Vietor of Panama City; Jimmy Thompson and family; and 
others too numerous to mention. 

The food was excellent, the tap beer and the soda 
pop were icy ^:old, while the coffee was strong and hot. 
Everyone was chatting a mile a minute and having fun— 
which is why folks have annual picnics. 

The Club has kept a log of happenings since the middle 
of 1928. Guests are always asked to sign and comment in 
the logbook, while members keep records therein of game 
killed and other items of interest. I had seen, read, and 
signed the logbook while on hunting trips with John Hush¬ 
ing at La Jagua during the years past. The entries tell of 
successful and unsuccessful hunts and of the trials and 
tribulations of duck hunters in the Tropics, and both humor 
and tragedy have been set down as a result. 

The first entry on June 21 and 22, 1928, reports simply 
that 110 ducks were killed by the 9 men on the hunt. On 
Tuly 11, 1928, the log reports that an 80-lb. deer (Phil 
Dade, take note) was killed, plus 20 ducks. An entry on 
February 14, 1929, humorously reports "1 wild pigeon and 
2 wooden decoys shot on this trip.” 

On March 17, 1929, one Dallas L. Sharp, a guest, wrote 
in the log: "Saw two 2-toed sloths, two night monkeys, 
three stingless-bee nests, and more wild things with wings 
and blossoms than I have seen in a year elsewhere before. 

I would rather have a week here than 6 months in Europe.” 

A harassed family man noted in the diary on a trip 
extending through November 6 to 8, 1929: "Water deep. 
Killed 8 ducks and 3 quarts of 'Gorgona.’ also 1 parrot. 
The three best days for a long time—did not have any 
kids crying all day. Road best in a long time, did not get 
stuck and made the trip (6 miles) in 2 hours from Savanas 
to house.” 

Other, less humorous, entries report that Karl Curtis 
had that day shot and killed a 7-foot alligator as it charged 
him, or tell of the day that Lt. Vail, a guest, was wading 
the swamps and stepped on a submerged alligator. The 
alligator seemed to resent this and promptly and vigorously 
bit the lieutenant —through boot and all— between bone 
and Achilles tendon on one foot. As a result, the lieutenant 
spent some weeks in Gorgas Hospital. Entries also men¬ 
tion the sighting or slaying of various snakes, black bush 
cats, and of trouble encountered with the big semi-wild bulls 
that rove through the unfenced marshes. 

All in all the several logbooks contain a wealth of 
information about migratory birdlife as well as camp life, 
and make very interesting reading. 

Yes, the Club members are a grcup of sturdy, good- 
hearted, and jolly fellows. If the other guests at the 1954 
Annual Picnic enjoyed the outing half as much as my 
good wife and I, I well know that the officers and members 
of the La Jagua Hunt Club slept that night the happy, 
dreamless slumber of those who have brought real pleasure 
to their fellowmen.

We are 
due now to shove off in a Catalina on Saturday morning, January 2, at 6 ® clock 
We exoect to fly around our mountain and then land at Esmeralda and start out 
in boats. I have done no collecting yet but have made many interesting ob¬ 
servations, in addition to working on specimens in Dr. Phelps' museum.

My previous letter to you outlined my schedule, which has gone forward 
thus far according to plan. I am all set now to leave tomorrow morning for 
the Upper Orinoco with the Phelps expedition. 1 am looking forward with 
much interest to my first view of the great Amazonian forest, which we will 
be entering very soon on our way down toward the tributaries of the Amazon. 

When I left Washington the usual equipment for the work/n Panasad, that 
I plan for the end of February and March, was packed, ready to be sent to you 
Miss Weiss in the Correspondence Division of the Museum was hoping to get it 
on the way immediately in view of the threat of another dock strike in New 
York City. She was to write you regarding this at the proper time. In the 
meanwhile I have written to Perrygo to pack up another mosquito net for me 
and send it down to you by ordinary mail. 1 will appreciate it if you will 
hold it in your office until my arrival. It is something that I forgot to 
include when I packed the rest of the gear. 

I hope that you are now your usual self, and shall look forward to see¬ 
ing you in February. Before leaving Washington I gave John Graf a memorandum 
asking that credentials be sent down for Mrs. Wetmare and me. At the same 
time I asked that the entrance permits for both of us be mailed to me c/o. 

Zeppenfeldt, Hoogstraat 12, Curacao, N.Vs.l. We left there December 26, so 
possibly you have sent it on and it is there waiting for us. There is no 
great hurry about this since it will be some time during the. .first week of 
February before I get back to Caracas and I will then cross to Curasao, where 
Mrs. Wetmore will be waiting for me at the address just given, 

I will wire you from Curacao as soon as I have secured air reservations, 
informing you of the flight number and hour of arrival. The time will be 
short since I hope to push off to PanamA very soon after I get to Curasao, 

I believe I mentioned to you last summer that I would bring some items 
of outfit across from Curacao by air, including one of my 12 gauge shotguns. 
You told me that you did not think there would be any difficulty in this and 
I cannot see why there would be iryself since I have taken guns out, properly 
wrapped, without difficulty. The gun in question, for your information, is a 
16 gauge, double barreled shotgun No. 20279$, made by the Savage Arms Corp. 

I will probably have it rolled up safely in the canvas duffel bag that will 

carry my bedroll. Sincerely,

My dear Alex: 

Yesterday I received yours of 15th. I don’t know if this will reach 
you before will have left for the Upper Orinoco, or just before you are ready for 
your migration northward to the Zone. 

First of all my congratulations,- you are doing the right thing. I look forward 
to meeting Mrs. Wetmore. 

I exoect to return to Balboa toward the end of January. .It will depend largely on 
what my specialist Slfredito says, but T am feeling fine. T won’t be able to play 
that most stupid game of trying to do the work of triplets. 

I am sure Adel a mil handle your shipment just as well as I wild or could. We have 
in her a very qualified person. Probably more qualified than 3.1. appreciates. She 
knows all of the office and fiscal matters, knows the island well, and is a diplo¬ 
mat as well . It would be very hard to replace her. 

The 12th was my 67th, fine celebration engineered by Ella. But as if nature her¬ 
self did not want to be undone, at 1230 pm it started, a very violent earthquake 
of long duration, oscillatory, epicenter evidently near. I have been thru many but 
this one beats them all .To get excited, would rot have help me, so I syayed put 
and continued to type,- I could not he& but see the swaying, the hanging ceiling 
lamp 45 degrees. One of the i adies in the front room wanted to hold hands, so I 
compromized on one hand. Ella was in the rear and trying to make wore rapid pro- 
gres forward to see how I was and had to sort of 1 aught when she found me so calm.. 
She brought me whiskey and coke which is good with or without a quake. The epi¬ 
center was Tumbez Peru, at the border. About 30” more of the vio 1 ent shaking and 
many houses would have flattened. Streets full of people kneeling.
